Novelty 

D1 discloses a stretched article consisiting of a polymer composition which comprises a 
polyolefin matrix and a dispersed nanofiller. The composition shows the claimed 
oxygen as welTaslnoisture transfer rate (see p. 97table 1). 
Therefore D1 destroys the novelty of claims 1-21 . 

D2 discloses a stretched article containing a nanofiller which is dispersed therein. 
Hence D2 destroys the novelty of claim 1 . 
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
